Dr. Em il G. Uirseh. who returned to 
Chicago from Europe Frid ay, expresses 
the belief that Capt. Dreyfus w ill again 
be convicted of treason. 
He sees no 
hope in the future of the 
French re­ 
public, 
and has concluded from his 
observations that bloodshed must fol­ 
low upon the settlement of the case, no 
m atter which way the verdict. 
Dr. Hirsch has been abroad since 
last June. 
H e spent 10 days in Paris 
and acquainted himself with the tur­ 
bulent conditions existing there. 
He 
intervieweu cabmen, 
shopmen 
and 
other representatives of the toiling 
masses and became convinced 
that 
these classes are opposed to the contin­ 
uance of the present government. They 
long1 for the annual season of gayety 
that prevails in countries under the 
rule of kings and 
princes, 
and 
are 
ready for any act that w ill restore a 
throne to the un/ortuuate republic. 
The feeling is so strong against the 
Jew s ir 
France,

Hirsch, that it will be impos-ible ior 
the court at Henries to declare in fa'.or 
of Capt. Dreyfus. 
Dr. Hirsch noted w hile in England 
that the sentiment of that country with 
regard to the 
Philippin e q lestion is

Germ any, however, seems to hold the 
belief that we are wrong.

was gathered from prominent men and 
newspapers, who, as a rule, are pre­ 
disposed to Am ericans.
